Bridport man fights for 
his life after A35 crash 


A BRIDPORT man is fighting for his life 
as he remains in a “life threatening” condi¬ 
tion after his car collided with a tree on the 
A35 on Friday (February 5th). 

Emergency services were called to the scene on 
the A35 between Bridport and Dorchester near 
Walditch at around 2.15pm to reports of a single 
vehicle collision. 

A silver Peugeot 306 was being driven towards 
Dorchester when it left the road and collided with 
a tree. 

The driver - a 27-year-old man from Bridport - 
sustained life threatening injuries and was airlifted 
by Dorset and Somerset Air Ambulance to 
Southampton General Hospital. There were no 
other casualties. 

The A35 was closed in both directions through¬ 
out the afternoon while emergency services dealt 
with the incident and collision investigators exam¬ 
ined the scene. It was re-opened just before 
5.30pm. 

Police are now appealing for witnesses and any¬ 
one with information to come forward following 
the serious incident. 

Police Constable James Howes, of Dorset Po¬ 
lice’s road traffic unit, said: “I am appealing to 
anyone who witnessed the collision, or who saw 
the manner of driving of the Peugeot immediately 
before or at the time of the incident to please call 
me on 101. 

“I would like to thank motorists for their patience 
during the road closure which was necessary to 
allow emergency services to treat the man at the 
scene and to investigate what happened.” 

Witnesses and anyone with information should 
call Dorset Police on 101 quoting incident number 
5:183.

The A35 between Bridport and Dorchester is be¬ 


coming renowned as a dangerous road and has 
been closed numerous times due to car collisions, 
with many drivers and passengers receiving serious 
or fatal injuries. 

A 28-year-old woman from Devon died after her 
car collided with another on the A35 between Brid¬ 
port and Dorchester in December, with two others 
sustaining serious injuries. 


A 47-year-old man from Nottinghamshire was 
also killed on that road near Winterbome Abbas in 
October 2014 after he collided with another vehi¬ 
cle travelling in the opposite direction. 

In August 2013 the same stretch of road claimed 
the life of a 49-year-old man from the Cleveland 
area and a 48-year-old woman from Poole in two 
separate incidents. 


Nationwide group backs local bus users 


A NATIONAL transport organisation has decided to 
support local bus users and challenge the cuts to 
local bus services being proposed by Dorset County 
Council. 

A representative from Bus Users UK came to speak 
to users of the 26 routes currently under review as 
part of plans to save £500,000, which would leave 
many villages in Dorset without any bus services. 

The group, a non-profit organisation which works 
on behalf of all bus users to ensure that operators 
meet their needs, held a Your Bus Matters event at 
Bridport bus station last Wednesday (February 3rd) 
and will lodge a formal challenge on the plans to 
Dorset County Council. 

There was particular anger at the plans to cut the 
twice 253 weekly service from Beaminster to Wey¬ 
mouth and local resident, Sheena Fox, who is a 
widow, displayed a place card saying 'save the 253'. 

Paula Denham from Corscombe described the 
plans to leave her village without a bus service as a 
"devastating blow" for local residents who do not 
have a car. 

David Marsh, a parish councillor, was angry that 
it's planned his village Thorncombe will lose all 
three of its bus routes. Two of these also serve 
Marshwood, which will also be left without a bus 
route. 

One of these is the 688, which runs every Thurs¬ 
day from Thorncombe and Marshwood to Axmin- 
ster. 


One of its regular users, Caroline Dilke from 
Marshwood, has pointed out that the bus is almost 
nearly full and has arranged for every regular pas¬ 
senger to sign a petition calling for the route to be 
retained, which has been sent to Peter Finney, 
Dorset County Council's cabinet member responsi¬ 
ble for transport. 

Mr Marsh, however, is worried that a decision to 
cut the buses has already been made after receiving 
an invitation from Beaminster county councillor Re¬ 


becca Knox to attend a meeting on February 19th 
to discuss alternative transport arrangements. 

Fears were also expressed that the plans could 
lead to a huge drop in earnings for local bus driv¬ 
ers. 

Natacha Tagholm, deputy director of Bus Users 
UK, said: "Many of the drivers may be reduced to 
working part time because their vehicles would be 
used solely as school buses in the morning and af¬ 
ternoon during term time."

GEOFF Kerr is 65-years-old and lives in 
Hursey, a small hamlet next to the village 
of Broadwindsor, after moving to the area 
with his wife in July 2014 from Wendover in 
Buckinghamshire. 

He set up the Broadwindsor Jammers, a 
local guitar group, shortly after moving to 
West Dorset, which provides regular jam¬ 
ming sessions. 

Geoff has been married to his wife Jenny 
for five years and between them they have 
four children and eight grandchildren, with 
another on the way. Mr Kerr retired in 2010 
after working in the car trade for 35 years 
while also running a mobile disco from 
1974 to 1997. 


• TELL us a bit more about Broadwindsor 
Jammers... 

As soon as we moved to Hursey, I started to look 
around for a guitar group to join similar to the 
one I belonged to in Aylesbury but I couldn't find 
one so I thought I'd start my own group. I began 
by putting up posters on noticeboards all over 
the place looking for guitarists of all ages and 
abilities.Two months later, after receiving several 
responses, five guitarists met at my house and 
the Broadwindsor Jammers were formed. 

I now have over 50 jammers that I regularly email 
inviting them to either our larger group jamming 
sessions in our village hall or our smaller group 
sessions in people's homes. As well as regular 
jamming sessions, we have been fortunate 
enough last year to be asked to play at a local 
wedding reception, to play at the Broadwindsor 
Harvest Supper and to play in church at the 
Broadwindsor Carol Service.

# How long have you been playing the gui¬ 
tar? 

I only started to play an acoustic guitar in April 
2013. In October 2013 I joined a jamming group 
in the Aylesbury Arts Centre where we met every 
Wednesday night and we did performances in 
the Limelight Theatre and other venues around 



Aylesbury. I moved to West Dorset in July 2014 
and I formed the Broadwindsor Jammers in Sep¬ 
tember 2014 so you could say that I've been jam¬ 
ming and doing performances for just over two 
years. 

• What are your favourite songs to play on 
your own or with your jammers? 
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Even before buying my first guitar I had always 
wanted to play"House Of The Rising Sun" by The 
Animals and "Hotel California" by The Eagles. We 
have over 60 songs on our jamming repertoire 
which we regularly play. If I had to choose two 
favourites that we play the most of I would pick 
"Bye Bye Love" by The Everly Brothers and "Love 
Is All Around" by The Troggs or Wet Wet Wet, de¬ 
pending on which generation you are. 

• Do you have any hints or tips for anyone 
wanting to start playing the guitar or joining 
the Broadwindsor jammers? 

My advice to anyone thinking of learning to play 
the guitar is to do it now and not leave it until 
you retire like I did. I would go to a qualified gui¬ 
tar teacher, which I can recommend, for between 
six and nine months and when you are proficient 
in playing around a dozen or more chords, join 
my jamming group and have fun playing songs 
from the song sheets that I provide. 

• What attracted you to this area? 

My wife Jenny had always had a fondness for 
West Dorset and had holidays here as a child. For 
me it was a case of "Escape to the Country" and 
as I come from Southend, to be back near the 
coast again. 

• What do you like to do in your spare time? 

I play outdoor bowls for Chard Bowling Club and 
I'm a qualified bowls coach. I also go and watch 
Bridport Town play football as much as I can.

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New economic plan for Bridport and West Bay 


BRIDPORT and West Bay's economic plan for the area 
has now been published. Last year Bridport and West 
Bay successfully bid to become a recognised Coastal 
Community Team (CCT) and received funding from 
central government to produce an economic plan for 
the area. 

Local businesses, organisations and residents who 
participated in the consultation for this plan said par¬ 
ticular strengths for the area's economy included the 
'fabulous coastal scenery', independent shops and pro¬ 
ducers, Bridport's market, town events and having 
good places to eat or drink. 

Weaknesses included the lack of affordable housing, 
the loss of young people, a shortage of car parking, the 
seasonal nature of many jobs and low local wages. 

Richard Smith, president of Bridport Chamber of 
Trade and chairman of the CCT, said: "We got the go 
ahead for the project at the end of the summer and we 
were required to produce the plan by the end of Janu¬ 
ary. 

"I am very grateful to all the members of the team, 
particularly Brian Wilson, our project manager, for 
working together so well and producing this plan in 
such a short space of time. 

"It is very much a working document and the team 
will continue to meet to monitor the delivery of the 
projects." 

Six priorities are identified within the economic plan, 
including improving the environment at West Bay, re¬ 
lieving parking pressures and reducing traffic conges¬ 
tion, promoting the area's heritage, enhancing 
workforce skills and employ- ment opportunities, cre¬ 
ating employment space for start-ups and small busi¬ 
nesses and supporting the value of the visitor 
economy. 

Scott Condliffe, of Bridport and District Tourism asso¬ 
ciation, said: "The plan emphasises the importance of 
tourism to this area and there are a number of projects, 
including important improvements to car parking, that 
we hope to see moved forward to support this key part 
of our economy." 

The plan sets out 20 proposed actions or projects 
which seek to address these priorities over the period 
to 2020. Some are new initiatives and some are already 
in the pipeline. Some will require access to new fund¬ 
ing resources and some can and are being progressed 
by local organisations within existing resources. 

Those actions or projects include, upgrading car 
parks at West Bay, a feasibility study for a regular bus 
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link between West Bay and Bridport, creating a visitor 
centre at West Bay Methodist Church, a work hub at 
Bridport Literary and Scientific Institute building, mak¬ 
ing progress with plans to regenerate St Michael's Trad¬ 
ing Estate, creating more apprenticeship opportunities 
- especially for young people - and developing a Brid¬ 
port town centre wifi network. 

Ros Kayes, the Dorset County Council representative 
on the CCT, said:"Bridport and West Bay really need the 
injection of funds that future successful bids would 
bring. 

"Many of these projects will galvanise community 
groups and local businessmen to make this a more at¬ 
tractive place for tourists and develop a stronger econ¬ 
omy. It is fingers crossed now." 

These and other projects aim to deliver new business 
opportunities, additional jobs, better access to job op¬ 
portunities, an improved visitor experience and higher 
visitor spend - including outside of the main tourist 


season. Where projects require funding, it is hoped that 
their inclusion within the plan will help with future 
funding applications. 

The final section of the plan describes measures 
being put into place to monitor progress and to assist 
with its delivery. 

These will involve a range of local organisations from 
the public, private and community sectors. 

Mike Nicks, of West Bay Community Forum, said: "On 
behalf of West Bay Community Forum, this extensive 
and detailed economic plan has highlighted a whole 
raft of projects which need to be acted upon in the fu¬ 
ture for the benefit of visitors, residents and all who 
work in Bridport and West Bay. We hope some funding 
will materialise from this document and much needed 
enhancements can commence to improve this area of 
outstanding beauty which is at the centre of the Juras¬ 
sic World Heritage Site." 

The CCT includes representatives from Bridport 
Chamber ofTrade, Bridport & District Tourism Associa¬ 
tion, Bridport Area Development Trust, Bridport Local 
Area Partnership, West Bay Community Forum, Brid¬ 
port Town Council, West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council. 


'Flatpack democracy' comes to town 


A SMALL scale political revolution 
that has been taking place in a Som¬ 
erset market town is coming to Brid¬ 
port. 

Peter MacFadyen, part of the Inde¬ 
pendents for Frame and the town’s 
former mayor, is coming to Bridport 
on Thursday, February 25th to talk 
about revitalising local democracy. 

Mr MacFayden and his independ¬ 
ent campaign group secured two 
election victories in Frame, winning 
11 seats in the first election, then all 
17 seats in the 2015 election. 

He will share their local successes 
as part of the ‘Flatpack Democracy’ 
event to talk about local people 
power. 

Ahead of the evening event a free 
one-hour workshop on youth politics 
will be facilitated by Cara Honey, 


former Frame youth mayor. 

This is an opportunity for people 
aged 16 to 30 who want to develop 
a local political voice to get some 
ideas and inspiration and find a net¬ 
work of others who are enthusiastic 
to do the same. 

Joe Hewetson, a 19-year-old mem¬ 
ber of the steering group and work¬ 
ing group for employment for the 
neighbourhood plan in Bridport and 
the surrounding area, said: “I will be 
attending, along with as many peo¬ 
ple as possible, and I urge other local 
people to attend too. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said: “Peo¬ 
ple often believe young people are 
not interested in politics - nothing 
could be further form the truth. 

“Flatpack Democracy offers a 
form of do-it-yourself politics that 


everyone should embrace.” 

Behind the two events is Stir To 
Action, a Bridport-based organisa¬ 
tion that held a series of community 
action workshops last year. 

Founder Jonny Gordon-Farleigh 
said: “To everyone wondering how 
the localism act, youth-led politics 
and communities can bring about 
meaningful change, these events 
will inspire practical action.” 

Flatpack Democracy takes place 
on Thursday, February 25th at 
7.30pm in the WI Hall on North 
Street, tickets cost £4 on the door. 

The youth politics workshop takes 
place on the same day from 5.30pm 
to 6.30pm, also at the WI Hall. To 
book a place at this free to attend 
event, email events@stirtoaction.

MANY roads, lanes and footpaths across Bridport 
and Beaminster were left impassable or dam¬ 
aged as Storm Imogen made its way across 
Dorset over the weekend and Monday. 

Weather warnings were issued for the south 
west of England with the Met Office updating 
the warning of wind in Dorset to amber on 
Monday as gusts of up to 80mph battered the 
county. 

Storm Imogen caused disruption to many parts 
of the area including a fallen tree on the A35 at 
Little Bredy, between Bridport and Winterborne 


Abbas, which closed the road from the Mit¬ 
subishi /Texaco roundabout in Bridport to Mon¬ 
key's Jump roundabout in Dorchester for many 
hours and diverted the X51 bus to the coast 
road. 

There were also reports of a tree hanging over 
the road in the area of Coneygar Road, a 
collapsed section of road near the area of 
Upton Manor Farm, Uploders, a landslip in Yellow 
Lane, Loders, and an unclassified road in 
West Milton, where a river had also burst its 
banks.

Public First campaigners 
return to Bridport 


MEMBERS of Public First took to 
the streets of Bridport on Saturday 
(February 6th) to continue spread¬ 
ing the word on their upcoming 
public meeting. 

The group are campaigning to re¬ 
vert West Dorset District Council to 
a committee style of governance, 
rather than the cabinet style they 
currently use. 

They gained over 6,000 signa¬ 
tures and the district council are to 
hold a referendum on this alongside 
the Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner election on May 5th. 

But campaigners are calling on 
district council leader Councillor 
Anthony Alford to save taxpayers 
the £95,000 it would cost to hold 
the referendum by voluntarily re¬ 
verting to a committee style. 

Clive Stafford Smith, chairman of 
Public First, said: “There has been 
a really positive response to the 
West Dorset referendum launch. 

“The May 5th vote is not party 
political and it will not change the 
people in office, but it will change 
the way they do business, inject 
some transparency, and make them 
more responsive to the citizens who 
elect them and pay the taxes that 
periodically get squandered by 
them.” 

The meeting will allow members 
of the public to discuss the commit¬ 
tee and cabinet style of governance. 

The group are also looking for 


members of the public who could 
‘adopt-a-street’ or area to carry out 
leaflet dropping in early May. 

Mr Stafford Smith added: 
“Thursday evening is about true 
democracy, as witnessed in Athens 
centuries ago, but rarely seen in 
West Dorset today.

a small area. 

“They will be advocates for a 
more representative council. With 
them, we will develop question and 
answer sheets to respond to any 
more technical questions people 
may have, and further information 
can be found on our website www.

“This is historic - it will be only 
the second such local referendum 
to take place in England under the 
Focalism Act 2011 - and we are 
looking for a democratic debate 
throughout the district on a scale 
never seen before.

Clocktower Music in the 
St Michael's area of Brid¬ 
port - which is a co-oper¬ 
ative of Shirts 69 clothing, 
Second Sounds musical 
equipment and Spiral 
Printing - and is also a 
sponsor of Vinyl Saturday, 
a quarterly record and CD 
fair, which gives the town's 
shops and Saturday mar¬ 
ket stalls the opportunity 
to take part for free. 

The event was one of the 


kickstarters of the revival 
in vinyl records and next 
takes place on February 
20th. 

Initially its aim was to 
recreate interest in vinyl 
records and encourage as 
many businesses as possi¬ 
ble in the town to offer 
records as part if the 
event. 

In 2007, when the event 
was originally conceived, 
vinyl records were consid¬ 
ered a dying medium for 
playing music. 

However one of the 
owners of Clocktower 
Music thought differently 
and recognised there was 
an opportunity for Brid¬ 
port to attract visitors by 
promoting the advan¬ 
tages of vinyl records.

Beach and harbour works 


RESIDENTS and visitors to West 
Bay and Lyme Regis are being 
warned that annual harbour dredging 
and beach work in March and April 
will close the beach. 

Works at West Bay are due to take 
place between March 8 th and 14th 
when low tides allow the best access. 

The outer harbour and entrance to 
the harbour will be dredged with the 
materials taken to aid re-profiling of 
West Beach, which will be closed to 
the public while works are carried 
out. The esplanade will be closed to 
vehicular access but pedestrian ac¬ 
cess will remain open. 

Lyme Regis works will be carried 
out in two phases, the first on March 
7th and 8th, which will include 
dredging of a section of the harbour. 

The second phase will be carried 
out between April 7th and 11th when 
the tides are at one of their lowest 
points in the year, and this includes 
beach works and dredging to the har¬ 
bour and Pokers Pool. 

These works will be carried out si¬ 


multaneously with material being 
used from the dredging to replenish 
material lost on the beach and mem¬ 
bers of the public are encouraged to 
stay off the beach while sand moving 
is taking place. 

The shingle beach in front of the 
phase two seas defences will also be 
re-profiled during this time, with 
large excavators being used. Public 
access will be restricted while the 
machine is being used. 

Councillor John Russell, West 
Dorset District Council’s executive 
portfolio for environmental protec¬ 
tion and assets, said: “These works 
are necessary in order to maintain 
navigational approaches into both 
harbours and ensure beaches are re¬ 
turned to their intended profiles. 

“While we aim to keep disruption 
to a minimum, inevitably there will 
be some areas that will be cordoned 
off during each of these works. 

“I would ask the public to be aware 
of warning signs in place.”

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WHEN THE CHIPS ARE DOWN... 



If you're already 'chitting' your seed potatoes and waiting for those valuable shoots to 
appear on the tubers before planting out, be aware that this process may be the least of 
your worries. 

While potatoes are generally pretty easy veg to grow given the right soil and situation, 
some gardeners end up with rotten, foetid tubers which will need disposing of as soon 
as they are out of the ground. 

The most common problem is potato blight, a disease which causes brown or black 
patches to appear on young leaves from June onwards. The disease spreads rapidly to 
stems and finally the plant collapses. Spores are washed down to the tubers, resulting in 
a reddish brown rot and leaving the potatoes a soggy mass. 

If you spot it early enough, you can remove infected leaves straight away to stop it spread¬ 
ing and 'earth up' or mulch rows with a thick layer of straw or hay. Don't harvest the crop 
for at least three weeks after removing the diseased foliage to allow time for the potato 
skins to thicken up and spores on the surface to die. 

Don't leave blighted tubers in the ground.They will all need digging up as otherwise the 
spores will spread again, affecting subsequent crops. 

Blight usually hits crops in warm, humid conditions from mid-summer onwards. It can 
be prevented by spraying with a copper-based fungicide, Bordeaux mixture, before 
symptoms first appear and repeating the treatment every two weeks. But if blight has 
already appeared, no amount of fungicide will save your crop. 

To reduce the risk of blight, practise crop rotation - don't grow potatoes on the same 
piece of land more than once every four years - and use deep earthing up to protect the 
tubers. Grow early potatoes, which are lifted before blight appears, or those which show 
some blight resistance, including 'Sarpo Mira', 'Colleen' and 'Cosmos'. Make sure you al¬ 
ways buy certified seed potatoes and don't save your own tubers. 

Other potato problems include blackleg, a bacterial disease that causes the leaves to wilt 
and the stems to blacken.This usually occurs early in the season and in dry weather. You'll 
need to destroy affected plants. 

Slugs can be a major pain in heavy and wet soil, and there's not a lot you can do about 
them unless you resort to slug pellets or other common slug deterrents. Early potato va¬ 
rieties may be less affected and if you lift your maincrops early you may be able to enjoy 
them before the slugs do. 

The first sign of eelworms, tiny worm-like creatures which burrow into the roots of pota¬ 
toes, is when plants growing close to each other start dying from the base upwards and 
the leaves yellow. Tiny reddish brown cysts grow out from the roots, which are the fe¬ 
males and full of eggs. Affected plants will soon die. 

Scab is another common disease which is common in light soils, caused by a fungus, but 
although the skins may be damaged, the affected potatoes can be eaten after peeling. 
To help prevent it, add plenty of organic matter to the soil before planting and water reg¬ 
ularly during a long, hot summer. 

Find out if there's a Potato Day near you - many events are publicised online - organised 
by your local garden club or society, offering growers an ever-expanding choice, advice 
on dealing with pests and diseases and the chance to talk potatoes with fellow enthusi¬ 



asts. Events nationwide run through to March. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Snowdrop (Galanthus) 

It's the pint-sized dazzler of late winter, marked by white carpet displays across the coun¬ 
try and at various National Trust properties, parks and gardens. If you have your own 
woodland area and you want a naturalised effect, you'll have to plant a huge number of 
bulbs. Perhaps the best approach is to build your snowdrop colony gradually, planting 
more clumps each year. Plant them in early autumn in groups of 10 or more, spacing 
them 4cm apart and 6-7cm deep. They should reach their potential after a couple of 
years. They prefer semi shade and ideally a moist soil rich in organic matter. Look out for 
Galanthus'S. Arnott', which has large, fragrant flowers, and G. 'Atkinsii', a tall variety on 
long stems.

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WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


• Protect vulnerable plants from 
frost and wind damage and firm 
in plants lifted by frost. 

• Pot autumn-rooted fuchsia 
cuttings into small individual 
pots 

• Put cloches in position to warm 
the soil for early sowings of 
vegetables in March. 

• Top-dress pot-grown shrubs 
with fresh compost, scraping 
away about 2.5cm (1 in) of the 
old compost from the surface 
before adding the new. 

• Prune winter-flowering jasmine 
once the flowers have gone over 
completely 

• Shorten sideshoots from the 
main wisteria framework to 
encourage flower buds 

• Water pot plants growing at the 
base of your house walls as they 


can often be sheltered from rain 
by the overhang of the house 
eaves and may dry out 

• When you have dug over an area 
in winter, cover the ground with 
a large sheet of polythene, 
anchored at the edges with 
bricks, to keep off the worst of 
the winter weather and suppress 
weeds 

• Buy onion sets and store them in 
a dry place, ready for planting in 
March 

• Watch out for moles, which start 
to become more active now 
because of mating and nest¬ 
building. If you can't stand the 
thought of getting rid of them 
with traditional mole traps, and 
old-fashioned deterrents such as 
mothballs down the holes don't 
work, make the most of the 
perfectly sifted topsoil they 
leave on the surface.

Karen Duke-Glover, Dorset 
Police’s people, confidence and 
equality manager, said: “It is a 
force priority to ensure that 
those with mental ill health re¬ 
ceive the appropriate care when 
in contact with the police, and 
this duty of care extends to our 
officers and staff too. 

“The nature of the job means 
that many of our employees are 
often under high levels of stress 
and pressure and may have to 
deal with issues which could be 


upsetting or disturbing. 

“We are working with Mind 
to launch an internal support 
network which will be specifi¬ 
cally focussed on mental well¬ 
being within the force and will 
create the space for people to 
share their stories. 

“We are also aiming to estab¬ 
lish Mental Wellbeing Force 
Champions who will promote 
and maintain the support net¬ 
work, while acting as points of 
contact for those in need of 
support.”

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Japanese Knotweed 


The legal 
consequences 

As solicitors, Japanese Knotweed has moved from being 
a warning in the legal press to an issue in day to day 
practice. It is a non-native invasive plant with incredibly 
strong root systems (the roots can extend to a depth 
of three meters and up to seven meters laterally). It 
has distinctive red steams and flat green leaves. It lies 
dormant in winter months but grows aggressively from 
April to October. Recent European Legislation (European 
Invasive Alien Species Regulation 2014) obliges member 
states to control and manage invasive alien species, of 
which Japanese Knotweed is one. 



The fundamental problem is that this plant can cause physical 
damage to buildings and land, is expensive and time-consuming 
to eradicate, damage bio diversity and result in criminal and civil 
liabilities for owners and occupiers of property. 

The legal implications of Japanese Knotweed are real. Local 
authorities have the power under Section 215 of the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1990 to require land owners to remedy the 
condition of land - failure to comply can result in prosecution, 
a fine and the costs of undertaking the necessary works. In 
addition, Local Authorities and the Police can potentially serve 
community protection notices under the Under-Social Behaviour 
Crime and Policing Act 2014 for failure to keep Japanese Knotweed 
under control. It is notable that it is also likely to be classed as a 
controlled waste during the removal process creating a potential 
liability under the Wildlife and Countryside Act 1981. 

Over and above the potential liabilities listed above, an owner 
or occupier should not allow Japanese Knotweed to spread onto 
neighbouring land, because the owner of the neighbouring land 
may be able to take common law private nuisance proceedings for 
compensation for the loss and enjoyment, the costs of removal 
and a continuing injunction against reinfestation. More and more 
clients are raising concerns about Japanese Knotweed, both with 
regards to their own property, but also worried about its presence 
on neighbouring property. If you have Japanese Knotweed on your 
land, you need to act fast to prevent it spreading onto neighbouring 
property and exposing you to a potential claim in nuisance or 


action by the Local Authority or Police. If your property neighbours 
another plot with Japanese Knotweed, you may be able to take 
action to force the owner to deal with it and thereby limit the risk to 
you. 

The potential implications for the value of a property affected by 
Japanese Knotweed are significant as it can affect the ability to 
sell the property or obtain a mortgage. Some lenders will not 
lend against a property affected and others place restrictions on 
the mortgage. Buildings insurance policies generally do not cover 
damage and problems caused by Japanese Knotweed. 


Saul Kelleher is a Solicitor-Advocate

affected by a neighbouring property Saul 
will assist you in requiring your neighbour 
to take treatment action and dealing with 
a claim for the diminution in the value of 
your property.

SAXOPHONIST Sonny Rollins 
is widely recognized as one of 
the most important and influ¬ 
ential jazz musicians. To mark 
60 years since the release of 
his two best known albums. 
Saxophone Colossus and 
Tenor Madness, Jade Gall 
(saxophone) and Philip Clouts 
(piano) will be playing his 
compositions, including the 
iconic jazz calypso 'St 
Thomas', and 'Alfie's Theme' 
from the soundtrack of the 
classic film Alfie starring 
Michael Caine. 

Sonny Rollins played with

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The charge of the 
Dorset Yeomanry 

Exhibition now open at County Museum 


DORSET COUNTY MUSEUM 
and The Keep Military Museum, 
Dorchester, in conjunction with 
the Dorset Yeomanry have as¬ 
sembled a small exhibition to 
commemorate the 100th an¬ 
niversary of the famous charge 
of the Queen's Own Dorset Yeo¬ 
manry against a mixed Turkish 
and Senussi force in the Egypt¬ 
ian Western Desert.The charge, 
the last Regimental charge in 
battle by the British army, 
routed the enemy and was a 
key element in preventing the 
Turks and their German allies 
from capturing the Suez canal; 


a vital link with India. 

The highlight of the display 
will be the painting recording 
the gallantry of the QODY that 
was commissioned from the 
greatest, British, late 19th/ early 
20th century, military artist, 
Lady Elizabeth Butler. The 
painting was paid for by sub¬ 
scriptions from local people. 
After being exhibited in 1917 at 
the Royal Academy, it was dis¬ 
played in most of the major 
towns across Dorset. Over 
10,000 people paid 8d each to 
see the painting. It normally 
hangs in the Members' Com¬ 


mon Room at County Hall and 
this will be the first time for 
many decades that the people 
of Dorset will have easy access 
to view this painting with such 
county wide resonance. 

A complementary display of 
military ephemera will be 
staged at The Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum at the same time.

Subaru announces upgrades to XV compact crossover 


SUBARU has today announced details 
of a series of upgrades to the XV com¬ 
pact crossover, designed to refresh the 
car's exterior styling, raise cabin quality 
and improve refinement. In spite of the 
range of upgrades across the full model 
line-up, pricing for the Subaru XV is un¬ 
changed for the 2016 model, which 
goes on sale across the UK next month 
from £21,995 (OTR). 

Since its introduction in 2012, the XV 
has stood out in its sector with Subaru's 
legendary permanent Symmetrical All- 
Wheel Drive as standard. The XV boasts 
higher ground clearance than most ri¬ 
vals and is among the lightest vehicles 
in the compact crossover segment, aid¬ 
ing the car's genuine off-road ability. Its 
centre of gravity and low-mounted four 
cylinder Boxer engines make it one of 
the most agile compact crossovers on 
the market. 

Updates to the 2016 model follow hot 
on the heels of a range of upgrades 
made in 2015 which included a raft of 
suspension modifications and a quicker 
more direct steering rack, resulting in 
more engaging and assured handling 
and smoother ride. 

Higher-quality cabin with new 
connected infotainment system 

Among the most important changes 
to the upgraded XV is an upgraded in¬ 
terior, finished in higher quality materi¬ 


als and featuring Subaru's new factory- 
fit 7.0-inch touchscreen infotainment 
and navigation system. Changes in¬ 
clude the adoption of new metallic and 
piano blacktrim as well as new contrast 
stitching throughout the cabin.The dri¬ 
ver's TFT LCD instrument binnacle has 
also been redesigned, now emitting a 
soft, contemporary blue glow. 

The overall result of these changes is 
a cosseting ambience with a higher- 
quality, more modern look and feel. 

Subaru's all-new 7.0-inch touchscreen 
display allows smartphone-style control 
of the advanced navigation and info¬ 
tainment features, with a swipe and 
pinch control function for map displays. 
Consistent with other updates to the 
cabin, the infotainment system echoes 
the new blue glow of the driver's instru¬ 
ment binnacle. The infotainment sys¬ 
tem houses a standard-fit rear view 
camera, offering a super-wide 160-de- 
gree field of view behind the car when 
reversing. 

Other functions of the car - such as 
changing navigation settings or adjust¬ 
ing the power or temperature of the cli¬ 
mate control - can be controlled though 
the company's latest-generation voice 
control facility, allowing the driver to 
keep their eyes on the road ahead. The 
system also enables Apple iPhone users 
to activate Siri® Eyes-Free functionality, 


providing full voice control of their iOS 
mobile device when linked with the new 
infotainment system. 

The smartphone functionality extends 
to a range of apps, which pair users'mo- 
bile devices with the vehicle via Subaru 
StarLink, making the XV one of the most 
connected cars on the road. StarLink en¬ 
ables occupants to display weather 
forecasts and traffic reports, access 
wireless audio, receive the latest news 
updates and checktheir calendar while 
on the move. 

Lower running costs and 
improvements to fuel efficiency 

The upgraded Subaru XV continues to 
offer UK buyers a choice of two horizon¬ 
tally-opposed, four-cylinder Boxer en¬ 
gines - a 2.0-litre petrol and 2.0-litre 
diesel - and two transmissions (six- 
speed manual and six-speed CVT auto¬ 
matic). For 2016, both engines in the XV 
line-up offer improved fuel economy 
over the existing model. 

The 2.0-litre turbodiesel, equipped 
with a six-speed manual transmission, 
features a range of updates and longer 
gear ratios to improve fuel efficiency by 
4%. The modified engine - which still 
produces 147 PS and 350 Nm of torque 
- achieves 52.3 mpg on the combined 
cycle, while C02 emissions fall from 146 
to 141 g/km, placing the car in a lower 
BIK tax band (25% for 2016/17). In spite 


of the longer gear ratios, driveability 
hasn't been compromised, with the car 
still able to accelerate from 0-to-62 mph 
in 9.3 seconds. 

Subaru has also introduced a series of 
updates to the 150 PS 2.0-litre naturally- 
aspirated petrol engine which produces 
196 Nm of torque. Fuel efficiency in¬ 
creases by 2% to a combined average of 
43.5 mpg when equipped with Subaru's 
smooth-shifting Lineartronic transmis¬ 
sion (CVT) and emissions fall to 151 


g/km. Longer gear ratios for models fit¬ 
ted with the six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion promote greater efficiency at 
motorway speeds. 

Pricing unchanged - 2016 Subaru XV 
now on sale from £21,995

The following snippets of re¬ 
ports were printed in this week in 
1996 (20 years ago), some of the 
names will be familiar, some are 
still playing! - others long forgot¬ 
ten...enjoy! 

CHALLENGE CUP 

SHEPTON, who defeated FORTON 
in the league game 7-0 a couple of 
weeks ago, were defeated in this cup 
game by a fired up Forton team. 

A Dave Loader header gave Forton 
a 1-0 half-time lead. Shepton then 
proceeded to miss three penalties. 
Forton’s keeper saved Justin 
Thomas’, Shaun French hit the post 
with his, and Steve Martin blasted 
his wide. 

Andy Denning increased Forton’s 
lead with a well placed shot.

THE report is on the first cricket competition held to 
raise funds for the preservation and upkeep of St Mary’s 
Church Bridport, a competition that is still ongoing over 
30 years later. 

The six-a-side knock-out tournament involved eight 
local companies and has raised thousands of pounds over 
the years. 

The photo belongs to John Laurence, a former Brid¬ 
port-Gundry employee who was part of the team that 
drew with the Bowditch and Singleton family in the 
final.

A tie was a fitting finish and each team will now hold 
the trophy - a golden rose bowl - for six months.

late winner to take the points.
